Dr. Lou is F. Michalek, y ou ng 
medical researcher in his first 
month ou t of interneship, told a 
coroner’s ju ry in Vermillion y es­ 
terday that he mistakenly injec­ 
ted his two co-workers with IO 
times the normal dosage oi a 
new dru g. 
The doctor said he administer­ 
ed IOO milligrams of methodone, 
believ ing it was demorole. The 
normal dosage of methodone is 
IO milligrams.

The bill wou ld increase month­ 
ly pensions for blind and dis­

The v eterans committee, headed 
by Rep. Rankin. (D) 
Miss., 
a 
long time foe of Mr. Tru man, 
charged that the President’s esti­ 
mate that the annu al cost of the 
legislation at the end of this cen­ 
tu ry wou ld total $400 million a 
y ear “ is a gu ess at best.” 
The measu re also wou ld ex - 
f tend the increased benefits to 
abou t 25.000 World War I v eter­ 
ans. abou t 500 World War II v et­ 
erans and also prov ide for any 
disabled v eteran of the Korean 
conflict. 
President Tru man objected to 
the bill on the grou nds it applied 
only to pensions paid to disabled 
v eterans whose disabilities had 
no connection with their mili­ 
tary serv ice.

THE MATTER of ta x pay ­ 
ments and honesty in ad our busi­ 
ness, including our gov ernmental 
relations, is a most timely one. 
Tax ev asions and immorality in 
high places is constantly being 
brought to our notice through in­ 
v estigations and stories in our 
newspapers 
It was also a problem in Jesus’ 
day . The Jewish people bitterly 
resented the tax that their mas­ 
ter, IJome, imposed. 
Bitterness 
had been growing against the tax . 
and when the episode occurred 
which St..Luke relates in our les­ 
son today , hatred for this new 
gospel which Jesus preached also 
reached a high pitch. 
The ev ent occurred on Tuesday 
of Holy Week The authorities of 
the temple and the orthodox Jew­ 
ish leaders were determined to 
find some ex cuse for taking Jesus 
into custody and h a v i n g Him 
killed. They feared the people, 
howev er, so instead of going to 
Him themselv es, they sent spies, 
who "feigned to be just men,” to 
try to catch Him in a statement 
that would giv e them an ex cuse 
to seize Him. 
These s p i e s approached the 
Master and b e g a n to question 
Him in most flattering wo a d s : 
"Master, we know that Thou say ­ 
est and teachest rightly , neither 
acceptest Thou the person of any , 
but teachest the w a y of G od 
truly : Is it lawful for us to giv e 


Paul, in entering the temple at 
this time, had taken with him 
some Gentiles. They listened to 
what he had to say , but then they 
cried out, "Away with such a fel­ 
low from the earth 
for it is not 
fit that he should liv e." 
Fearing Paul would be killed, 
as the crowd milled around, the 
Roman captain who had b e e n 
v iewing the scene of mob v iolence 
from a t o w e r ov erlooking the 
temple courts, sent his soldiers to 
rescue Paul and take him to the 
castle, where the captain would 
hav e him beaten to find out what 
criminal action of his had caused 
the riot. 
Paul was bound and about to 
be scourged when he spoke to the 
centurion who stood by , "Is it 
lawful for y ou to scourge a man 
that is a R o ma n , and uncorf- 
dcmned ? ” 
The centurion immediately went 
to the chief captain, and told him: 
"Take heed what thou doest; for 
this man is a Roman." 
The chief captain asked Paul if 
he indeed was a Roman, and Paul 
arrswering y ea, the chief captain 
said: "With a great sum obtained 
I this freedom" (he had been a 
slav e). 
Paul answered, "But I 
was born free.” Those who would 
hav e ex amined P a u l then de­ 
parted because they were afraid. 
Nex t day the temple authori­ 
ties were summoned to appear 
before the Roman tribunal and 
state their case against Paul. At

tribute unto Caesar, or not7” 
Jesus knew them for the hy po­ 
crites they were, and asked them 
why they tempted Him. Then He 
asked to be shown a Roman coin, 
and when it was shown Him he 
pointed to it and asked: "Whose 
image and superscription h a t h 
it? " "Caesar’s,” they answered. 
Jesus said, "Render therefore 
unto Caesar the things which are 
Caesar's, and unto God the things 
that be God s." 
That completely baffled t h e m 
and they said no more. Possibly 
those who ov erheard, learned a 
lesson, too. 
It may hav e made 
them less resentful toward Rome 
and the tax . The coins were Cae­ 
sar’s, and the Jews were under 
the protection as well as the rule 
of Rome. We, too, accept all the 
ty neflts of our gov ernment, but 
are apt to squirm when our tax es 
are due and feel abused to hav e 
to pay them. 
Near the end of Paul’s third 
missionary journey , he desired to 
go to Jerusalem. 
His f r i e n d s 
warned him that it would be dan­ 
gerous for him to enter the city , 
but he insisted. 
Now, Paul, hav ing been a mem­ 
ber of the Pharisaic party and a 
Hebrew, was permitted to enter 
the temple at any time. He had, 
howev er, aroused the bitter hatred 
of the Jews because he preached 
to Gentiles They were determined 
to put him to death 
Some thought, wrongfully , that 


this time a great dissension broke 
out among the Jews themselv es, 
one group wanting to set Paul 
free and another desiring to slay 
him. 
Again he was rescued by 
th e ‘Roman soldiers and kept in 
custody for his own safety . 
A plot was on foot to kill Paul, 
howev er, the moment he should 
be freed, but a y oung man— 
Paul’s sister's son—told Paul of 
the plot, and Paul told tho cen­ 
turion, who took the y oung man 
to the chief captain, and that of­ 
ficer decided to send Paul to be 
tried at Caesarea, heav ily guarded 
by Roman soldiers. 
You see, whatev er hardships 
the Romans imposed upon their 
captiv e people, their laws were 
just. 
Paul later wrote to the Romans: 
"Rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the ev il. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power? 
do that which is good, and thou 
shalt hav e praise of the same." 
Peter wrote: "For so is the will 
of God, that with well doing y e 
may put to silence the ignorance 
of foolish men: as free, and not 
using y our liberty for a cloak of 
maliciousness, but as the serv ants 
of God 
Honor all men. Lov e the 
brotherhood 
Fear God.” 
To "silence the ignorance of 
foolish men,” and not to use the 
liberty we hav e in our country 
"for a cloak of maliciousness," is 
indeed a necessary warning to­ 
day .

THE MATTER of t a x pay­ 
ments and honesty jn ad our busi­ 
ness, including our governmental 
relations, is a most timely one.

They feared the people, 
however, *o instead of going to 
Him themselves, they sent spies, 
who "feigned to be Just men,” to 
try to catch Him in a statement 
that would give them an excuse 
to seize Him. 
These s p i e s approached the 
Master and b e g a n to question 
Him in most flattering w o a d s : 
“Master, we know' that Thou say­ 
est and teachest rightly, neither 
acceptest Thou the person of any, 
but teaehest the w a y of G o d 
truly: Is it lawful for us to give 


Paul, in entering the temple at 
this time, had taken with him 
some Gentiles 
They listened to 
what he had to say, but then they 
cried out, ' Away with such a fel­ 
low from the earth 
for it is not 
flit that he should live.” 
Fearing Paul would be killed, 
as the crowd milled around, the 
Roman captain who had b e e n 
viewing the scene of mob violence 
from a t o w e r overlooking the 
temple courts, sent his soldiers to 
rescue Paul and take him to the 
castle, where the captain would 
have him beaten to find out what 
criminal action of his had caused 
the riot. 
Paul was bound and about to 
be scourged when he spoke to the 
centurion who stood by, “Is it 
lawful for you to scourge a man 
that is a R o m a n , and uncorf- 
demned ?” 
The centurion immediately went 
to the chief captain, and told him: 
‘Take heed what thou doest; for 
this man is a Roman," 
The chief captain asked Paul if 
he indeed was a Roman, and Paul 
answering yea, the chief captain 
said: "With a great sum obtained 
I this freedom” the had been a 
slave). 
Paul answered, “But I 
w'as born free.” Those who would 
have examined P a u l then de­ 
parted because they were afraid. 
Next day the temple authori­ 
ties W'ere summoned to appear 
before the Roman tribunal and 
state their case against Paul, At

tribute unto Caesar, or not?” 
Jesus knew them for the hypo­ 
crites they were, and asked them 
why they tempted Him. Then He 
asked to be shown a Roman coin, 
and w'hen it was shown Him he 
pointed to it and asked: “Whose 
image and superscription h a t h 
it? ” “Caesar’s,” they answered. 
Jesus said. “Render therefore 
unto Caesar the things which are 
Caesar’s, and unto God the things 
that be God s.” 
That completely baffled t h e m 
and they said no more. Possibly 
those who overheard, learned a 
lesson, too. 
It may have made 
them less resentful toward Rome 
and the tax. The coin* were Cae­ 
sar’*, and the Jews were under 
the protection as U'ell as the rule 
of Rome. We, too, accept all the 
benefits of our government, but 
are apt to squirm when our taxes 
are due and feel abused to have 
to pay them. 
Near the end of Paul’s third 
missionary journey, he desired to 
go to Jerusalem 
His f r i e n d s 
warned him that it would be dan­ 
gerous for him to enter the city, 
but he insisted 
Now. Paul, having been a mem­ 
ber of the Pharisaic party and a 
Hebrew', was permitted to enter 
the temple at any time. He had, 
however, aroused the bitter hatred 
of the Jews because he preached 
to Gentiles They were determined 
to put him to death 
Some thought, wrongfully, that 


this time a great dissension broke 
out among the Jews themselves, 
one group wanting to set Paul 
free and another desiring to slay 
him. 
Again he was rescued by 
th e 'Roman soldiers and kept in 
custody for his own safety. 
A plot was on foot to kill Paul, 
however, the moment he should 
be freed, but a young man — 
Paul s sister’s son—told Paul of 
the plot, and Paul told the cen­ 
turion, who took the young man 
to the chief captain, and that of­ 
ficer decided to send Paul to be 
tried at Caesarea, heavily guarded 
by Roman soldiers. 
You see. whatever hardships 
the Romans imposed upon their 
captive people, their laws were 
just. 
Paul later wrote to the Romans: 
“Rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power? 
do that which is good, and thou 
shalt have praise of the same." 
Peter w rote- “For so is the will 
of God, that with well doing ye 
may put to silence the ignorance 
of foolish men: as free, and not 
vising your liberty for a cloak of 
maliciousness, but as the servants 
of God 
Honor all men. Love the 
brotherhood 
Fear God.” 
To “silence the ignorance of 
foolish men.” and not to use the 
liberty we have in our country 
“for a cloak of maliciousness," is 
indeed a necessary warning to­ 
day.
